General Wood landed near Siet 


lake, in Jolo. Nor. 12. The Moros were 
soon located and fighting began im- 
mediately and continued until Nov. 17. 


Major Scott was taking Panglima 


Hassen, the Moro leader, who had 
been taken prisoner, to Jolo. 
While 


«n route Hassen asked to be allowed 
to see his family. 
His appeal was 


granted and ho thereupon led Major 
Bcott into an ambuscade, where the 
American detachment was fired on. 
Major Scott was shot in both hands. 
Hassen succeeded in escaping during 
this unexpected attack, but is sup- 
posed to have been killed the follow- 
ing day. The fighting took place in a 
country covered 
with swamps and 


rocks. The Moros wore driven across 
the country from Siet lake to the town 
which Hassen had made his headquar- 
ters and where, it was supposed, the 
Moros were 2.000 strong. 


The rebel position was attacked by 


the American troops, who occupied 
tbe town and infijctod a loss of SO 
killed on' the Moros.' Haasen with a 
email party surrendered. The rest of 
the Mora went Into the swamps, out 
of hich they were driven on Nov. 16. 
of which they were driven on Nov. .1$. 
leaving 76 dead behind them. C-.
